tance, &c. We anſwer, that by thisvery Texc it is clearly evinced, 


that this obſervation of the Stars 1s good initſelf, and the gift of 
God. For unleſs it were tn it felf good and laudable, how couldir 
be ſaid, as it is exprefly here ſaid by Moſes, That the Eord thy God 
hath IMP ARTED theſe to ALL THE NATIONS mnder 
the whole Heaven? Can it be ſaid indeed that God zmopares any 
evil? Andthat to all Peoples under the whole Heaven ? 

But I will declare as the very thing is ;- whoever he be, that is 0b- 
liged to a better and higher matter, be preſently ſlips and prevaricates, 
as oft as he lets down himelf to that which « lower. Foraſmuch 
therefore as the molt bountiful Gad hath revealed himſelf more 
clearly ang neatly to this people,” than to any other ; ſpeaking ro 
them our of the midft of the-fire, and fingularly given them holy: 
Laws, and Inſtitutions, as he had nor done to any other people z - - 
ir became them likewiſe to order cheir lives, not according tothe * 
manner of other peoples, who had not received theſe (Lawes) bur 
according to the mode which God of his ſpecial grace had raken 
care ſhould be declared tro them ; whereby an Acceſs for them 
unto God himſelf, was in all caſes prepared, ſo as th:y might be 


 perfeRly inſtruted by him. Otherwiſe they would have held 


1t neceſſary toconſult the Sun, Moon or Stars for events,counſels, 
and dire&ion. | 

Beſides, the thing from which Moſes ſo vehemently dehartech 
the 1ſraclitiſh people, is not, that they attended to the courſe of. 
the Sun, Moon, and Scars, and contemplated the work of Divine 
Providence in the Heaven : But only they ſhould nor ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be driven by them, in bowing before them, to wor- 
ſhip chem for Gods, as was wont to be done among the Gen- 
tiles ; who attributing to the Stars and Planets, names of Gods, 
they ereed tothem Statues, and Temples, and gave chem che 
worſhip.

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| worſhip» of *Gads.- Andthis: they did with-fogreat fervency" of 
zeal, that when: after a t1me, by the light of the Goſpel, che 
fraud of Saran begin to be derected, theſe peoples , by the Faith 
of Chizit; being accuſed of Idolatry, were ſoon ſer on fire into a 
buge madneſs.

But if the Gentiles had not abuſed rhele cele- 
ſtial Creatures unco evil ; If chey had ſuffered themſelves co be 
led, as by the hand, unto God by theſe works of God, as we may 
ſee itin- Job, and his Friends ; andas is ſtill or record co memory 
in'the Jews Hiltoricals the like thing of che ſons of Seth 1n the for- 
mer world; andiof Noah, Abrabam, 2nd Melchiſedech in the latter 

andpreſenrworld,beforerhe Law was given; And of Moſes, Daniel,

down to them,or to worſhip rhem ; or becauſe of chem to negle&t 
that hich 1s better, and nexrer, as it happened oft in /ſraet, 
through the ſeducements of the world, and of the Prince of the 
world.

own mouth, to burn Incenſe tothe QUEEN of Heaven, and to pour ous 
dr wh offeriugs unto HE R, as we have done, we and our Fathers, our - 


' Kings, and our Princes, inthe Cites of Judah, and the ſtreets of Feru- 


ſatem, for then had we plenty of wittuals, and were well; and ſaw no 
evil. So that by AELECHET, or the Queenof Heaven, they 
underitood no other thing but the Holt of the Stars ; And there- 
fore chat the thing which the Lord blames in/ſrael,is not that they 
gave heed (o the Holt of Heaven, but that they drew chem into 
abuſe, and Idolatry, doth manifeſtly appear by thoſe things we 
readin Fer. $.1, 2, Behold, thac which in the former Chapter he 
had expreſſed by the Name of the Zucen of Heaven, that very 
ſame here he calleth the Hoft of Heaven ; and that which he threa- 
tens ſeverely. ro puniſh in them, isnot that they did heedfully 
conlider the Signes of Heaven, but thac they worſhipped them , 
and bowed themſelves unto them, as-nnto their Gods, + 

There is furthermore another thing, wherein the 7ſreelites here 
greatly ſinned, That to wit, in imtation of the Heathen, they were 
100 much afraid of thoſe Signes of Heaven as if there -was not in being = 
a ſuper ior power, on which, beth they, and all the Hoſt of Heaven did 
depend : and as if thiſe things which were there prefigured, ought al- 
waies neceſſarily to attain their ef et, In Which reſpect the Lord in 
that manner ſpeakes ro them by his Prophet, Fer.I0. 2. Learn net 
the way of the Heathen, and he not diſmayed at the Signes of Heaven , 
fer the Heathen are diſmayed at them.
